The railroad industry sorely needs “a new climate of labor- 
management relat ions.” 
That is the view of the preside.tit of the Association of 
American Railroads. He said it in a speech in which he 
urged labor officials to temper their “chronic fear” of auto* 
motion and greater mechanization with the realization that 
only through heavy investment in modern facilities can the 
railroads hope to remain competitive and stay in business. 
And that means further drastic changes in operating meth­ 
ods and services. 
Specifically, this railroad sjaikesinan pointed to the feath­ 
erbedding problem. It is the result of antiquated work rules 
that have remained unchanged for IO years despite vast im­ 
provements in rail operations. It is a waste that runs to an 
almost unbelievable $500,000,000 a year. It only inflates 
prices and undermines jobs on the railroads, but is a heavy 
factor in making railroading an almost profitless business 
and in curtailing outlays for new plant and equipment. 
Other points stressed in the spokesman^ talk concerned 
legislation requiring commercial carriers to pay adequate 
charges for their use of tax-built facilities; the right of 
the railroads to diversify their business as other industries 
do; removal of the IO per cent World War II excise tax on 
passenger fares; lightening of the load of burdensome state 
and local taxes on railroad properties, and freedom to give 
maximum effect in rates to the railroads’ natural ability to 
move huge volumes of traffic at diminishing costs. 
In sum, to quote him once more, “ A lot of sacred cows 
m a y have to he put out to pasture.” it our railroads are to 
be able to do the kind of job this country n e e d s and demands. 
All concerned—management, workers, users of railroad serv­ 
ices, the interested governmental agencies—should cooperate 
to that end. No industry can progress in the world of the 
present when saddled with laws. regulations, and work prac­ 
tices that belong to the world of half a century ago.
